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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said, " should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: In lines 4 and 1 1 of 
paragraph 50, "value" should be changed to "valve". In line 3 of claim 8, it appears that "said 
center section" should be changed to "said fence" to be consistent with the rest of the 
application. In line 1 of claims 12 and 15, "said fiber" should be changed to "said filter material" 
because the fiber terminology is not introduced until claims 13 and 14. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) because 
reference character "60" has been used to designate both a fitting and a heater element in figure 1 
(paragraph 0035). 

4. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the description: 138. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or amendment to the specification to add 
the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
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sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing 
date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to disclose or suggest an air-oil separator including a flange plate having at least one 
opening permitting air flow therethrough, filter material disposed in the opening, an imperforate 
center section lying inboard of the opening, a deflector beneath a portion of the center section, 
and a fence extending generally downwardly from the center section, the filter material also 
covering at least one of the lower surface of the center section and the inner surface of the fence, 
with the air inlet directing air and entrained oil toward the deflector then beneath the fence and 
upwardly through the opening to a desiccant. The prior art also does not disclose the separator in 
combination with a dual cartridge air drying unit. The allowability of the claims assumes that 
the objections of paragraph 2 are overcome. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
